When 
the police personnel were proceeding towards police out-post 
Dadauni on their bicycles, they were way-laid bv the associa¬ 
tes of Vishram Singh Dacoit Sobran Sinph challenged the 
police party and opened fire on them.

his forehead and collapsed. He was rushed to the hospital 
but he succumbed to his injpry on the way.

When he was just 50 metres short of the area, he found an 
extremist trying to escape. Although, he could have shot 
the individual dead, he decided to capture him alive. While 
nearing the fleeing extremist, 2/Lieutenant Pithawalla was 
wounded in the right shoulder by a gun shot from the extre¬ 
mists, Despite his serious injury, he personally led the charge 
and captured the extremist who turned out to be one 
Bishcshwar Singh, the top-most leader of the PL A. In spite 
of his serious condition, he refused to be evacuated and led 
his men in a combing operation till 6.00 a.m. the next morn¬ 
ing. These operations r&ulted in the death of seven extre¬ 
mists and capture of a very large quantity of arms and 
'ammunition.
